However,  we 
shall  take  his  part,  which  will  be  some  comfort  to 
him,  and  shall,  from  time  to  time,  expose  the  bar* 
liorities  of  his  treacherous  Tory  friends.

CRUEL  TREATMENT  OF  SIR  F.  BURDETT. 

We  were  the  first,  some  ten  years  ago,  to  perceive 
tlie  metamorphosis  of  Sir  Francis  Burdett  into  a 
Torv,  end  in  illustration  of  the  blindness  of  the 
pubiic  to  the  change  which  had  taken  place  in  the 
courtly  Baronet’s  politics,  we  quote<l  the  case  of  the 
Living  Skeleton  exhibited  here  a  few  years  ago,  who 
continued  to  pass  for  a  miracle  of  leanness  long  after

ikeletoQ.”  The  exhibition  was  at  an  end,  but  a 
bright  thought  occurred.  The  skeleton  was  put  up 
to  Iktten,  and  made  such  good  use  of  his  beef  and 
porter,  that  be  was  taken  back  to  France  by  his 
exhibitor,  and  shown  about  at  all  the  fairs  as  a  Dan 
Lambmt  the  second,  the  fattest  man  ever  seen.

we  are  filled  with  admiration  of  the  distribution  of 
things  in  the  **  Poor  Man’s  (’hiirch.**  For  how 
much  does  the  datum  we  have  got  leave  us  to  con¬ 
sider  and  reflect  upon.  It  is  like  the  pieces  of  gold 
sticking  to  the  sieve  in  the  story  of  the  Forty 
Thieves. 

Whenever  the  incomes  of  the  Bishops ,  are  under 
discussion,  wc  are  told  of  the  great  demands  of  charity 
on  the  holy  men.  and  of  the  large  sums  they  give 
away  yearly  for  benevolent  objects.  Farther  we 
know  that  thev  arc  not  unnatural  to  their  children 
and  kinsmen  ;  and  we  have  ocular  evidence  that 
they  do  not  deny  themselves  the  good  things  or  the 
luxuries  of  this  life,  nor  disdain  even  the  pomps 
and  vanities  of  fine  mansions,  fine  e<{uipages,  and  all 
that  pa.s8cs  under  the  name  of  state.  When,  there¬ 
fore,  wc  think  of  all  that  they  have  done  in  their 
lives  for  the  poor,  also  for  their  sons  and  daughters, 
and  their  kinsmen,  and  above  all  for  themselves,  and 
sec  raoreover  a  surplus  at  the  close  of  the  account 
of  1,649,000/.  in  jicrsonal  property  alone,  or  nearly 
70,000/.  for  each  Prelate,  it  appears  to  us  that  a 
Bishop’s  income  must  have  the  expansive  qualities 
of  Fortunatiis’s  purse. 

The  charity  is  the  item  that  puzzles  us  most,  be¬ 
cause  we  hear  so  much  of  the  Bishops*  great  cha¬ 
rities  and  of  the  immense  drain  it  is  to  them,  and 
yet  twenty-four  of  these  perpetually-playing  foun¬ 
tains  of  charity  have  left  tne  enormous  quantity  we 
have  quoted  of  one  kind  of  wealth  in  their  own 
basins.  Tiiis  is  passing  strange  indeed  ! 

Can  it  be  that  the  holy  men  have  too  literally  ob¬ 
served  the  text  which  tells  us  that  the  one  hand 
should  not  know  what  the  other  does  in  charity,  and 
that  the  episcopal  left  hand  has  given  to  the  epis¬ 
copal  right,  and  the  right  hand  to  the  left,  neither 
hand  knowing  what  the  other  was  doing,  while  cha¬ 
rity  w’as  kept  very  snugly  at  home  by  the  transfer 
rom  one  nalm  to  another. 

We  remember  a  thirsty  soul  who  used  to  play 
both  sides  at  backgammon  for  a  glass  of  punch, 
which,  whether  black  or  w’hite  won,  he  swallowed, 
with  infinite  compkicency  at  the  victory  ;  and  it  is 
possible  that  the  Bishops,  liolding  their  tw'O  hands  in 
Ignorance  of  each  other’s  doings,  may  have  given 
from  one  to  the  other,  and  taken  to  themselves  the 
credit  of  cluurity,  as  the  toper  did  tlie  punch*  for  the 
transaction  in  which  loss  and  gain  were  balanced. 

That  the  charities  of  the  holy  men  have,in  their  own

What  excessive  fatigue  must  have  preceded 
such  reuQse !  What  a  coutrast  to  the  cool  apartments,  of 
the  highest  elegance  and  comfort,  which  I  had  mit  just  left  I 
Every  moment  1  wns  afraid  that  ne  would  slip  down  and  be 
run  over  t  but  it  does  teem  ns  if  in  sneh  cneee  n  specinl 
providence  watched  over  men.” 

Now  really  it  occurs  to  ui  that  not  only  Dr 
Waagen,  but  any  other  gooil  citixen  of  Hamburg, 
gentle  or  simple,  mi^ht,  without  very  toilsome  in¬ 
vestigation  pursued  in  a  romantic  spirit  of  discovery, 
have  seen  a  man  lying  asleep  on  tne  top  of  a  cart 
in  warm  weather,  without  taking  the  trouble  of 
coming  quite  so  far.

LORD  BROUGHAM  AND  SLAVE 
EMANCIPATION. 

TO  THI  EDITOR  OF  THE  EXAMINER. 

Sir,— Perhaps,  after  Lord  Brougham's  return  from 
his  flight  to  the  French  capital,  it  might  do  no  harm  to 
remind  his  Lordship  of  the  following  passage  in  his 
speech  at  the  dinner  given  to  Earl  Grey,  at  Edinburgh, 
on  the  15th  September,  1884.  The  extract  is  from  the 
Glasgow  Arpus,  which  had  reporters  at  the  dinner,  and 
having  been  present  on  the  occasion,  1  recollect  being 
struck  with  the  fidelity  of  the  report  in  that  paper.  Be¬ 
sides,  I  have  no  doubt  that  its  accuracy  will  be  substan¬ 
tially  confirmed  by  the  London  Journals,  several  of  which 
had  reporters  in  the  Pavilion  : — 

His  Lordship  then  referred  to  the  measures  of  reform 
carried  by  the  (Nesent  Ministry.  They  had  emancipated  the 
trade  of  India,  and  placed  on  a  liberal  footing  the  govern¬ 
ment  of  the  empire  lu  the  East  They  had  emanci|»ated  the 
slaves,  and  given  freedom  to  800,000  souls— an  experiment 
of  a  magnwtde  frightful  to  contemplate— ^(cheers)-— and  an 
experiment  which  would  not  have  been  rendered  necessary 
had  former  Administrations  taken  gradual  steps  to  remove 
the  evil — an  experiment,  however,  on  the  success  of  which 
he  relied  with  the  utmost  confidence,  but  in  which,  ahould 
failure  inatead  of  auccea*  be  the  conaequence,  he  nas  ready  to 
take  on  hit  head  the  undivided  reeponaibility.  (Cheers.)  It 
teas  he  who  made  the  alave  free— {cheera) — and  he  hoped 
that  the  measure  would  be  attended  with  no  harm  to  others  ; 
but,  indeed,  the  freedom  of  the  slave  luul  become  no  matter 
of  choice.  (Cheers.)” 

Contrast  this  with  the  letter  read  by  the  Marquis  of 
Sligo  in  the  House  of  Lords,  and  with  Lord  Brougham’s 
recent  displays  in  Exeter  Hall. 

In  1834,  when  enjoying  the  sweets  of  the  Woolsack, 
his  Lordship  took  to  himself  the  almost  entire  honour  of 
the  Emancipation  Act,  and  declared  that,  **  should 
failure  instead  of  success  be  the  consequence,  he  was 
ready  to  take  on  his  head  the  undivided  responsibility.** 

In  1888,  ejected  from  office,  he  merely  concurred  with 
bis  colleagues  in  the  Cabinet  in  agreeing  to  the  appren¬ 
ticeship  clause. 

In  1884  the  experiment  was  **of  a  magnitude  frightful 
to  contemplate.'* 

In  1888,  having  quarrelled  with  hit  former  friends, 
and  soured  at  exclusion  from  power,  nothing  is  to  easy 
as  to  give  immediate  emancipation. 

The  sooner  Lord  Brougham  retires  from  the  arena  of 
politics,  and  devotes  himself  to  other  pursuits,  the  better 
fur  his  own  reputation.

K  Whet  I  see  the  purpose  which  you  had  in  view,  and 
thick  was  nothing  short  oi  preventing  voters  from  exercising 
thff  frtachise  to  which  they  were  entitled ;  and  when  I  con- 
ndrr  the  great  cruelty  ana  disgraceful  violence  with  which 
vou  sought  to  effect  this  purpose,  I  cannot  look  upon  your 
(isMluctin  any  other  light  than  as  a  flagitious  attem^  to 
iniueoce  the  electors  by  intimidation.” 

How  many  not  lean  flagitious  attempts  to  in- 
fiuefice  elect^  by  intimidation  may  be  instanced, 
not  madn  by  a  poor  man  like  this  Kae,  but  by 
powerful  noblemen  and  gentlemen,  and  made  far  more 
mieily,  though  without  violence,  the  means  be¬ 
ing  utter  ruin  instead  of  a  passing  blow.  The 
Lord  Justice  Cleric  continued  to  w  arn  the  prisoner 
that  he  would  be  transported  if  he  persisted  in  such 
conduct,  as  it  could  not  be  tolerated  in  this  coun¬ 
try.”  And  the  practice  of  intimidation  full  surely 
will  not  be  tolerated  in  such  men  as  Rae  by  the 
rude  means  of  their  physical  force,  but  it  is  tole¬ 
rated  in  great  and  rich  men,  and  the  prevention  of 
k  resisted  when  the  means  are  the  more  efl'ectual 
means  of  the  powers  of  property. 

The  Judge,  in  conclusion,  said,  **  every  man  who 
interferes  with  the  electoral  rights  renders  himself 
ssahnable  to  the  laws  of  his  country.*’  The  Duke 
of  Newcastle  and  Lord  Exeter  could  tell  the  Lord 
Justice  Clerk  a  very  different  story.  They,  and 
many  others,  have  a  way  of  interfering  with  the 
dectoral  rights  most  eflectually  with  the  completest 
impunity,  but  they  are  rich  men.  It  is  enough,  we 
•retold,  by  tlie  opponents  of  the  ballot,  to  cry 
•haiiie  on  the  exercise  of  intimidation  by  great  folks, 
but  instead  of  the  cry  of  shame,  nothing  less  than  im- 
prisoninent  for  a  year,  or  transportation  if  the 
oience  be  repeated,  will  suffice  for  the  correction 

the  poor  man  who  abuses  his  rude  powers  for 
the  same  bad  purpose. 

We  would  put  a  stop  both  to  the  practices  of 
Newcastles  on  the  Tory  side,  and  Raes  on  the 
popular  side,  by  the  ballot.

Sir  William  Knighton  was  a  man  of  naturally 
strong  understanding,  handsome,  amiable,  and 
generous,  who— being  gifted  with  a  good  address,  and 
having  received  one  of  those  religio-prudential  edu¬ 
cations  which,  in  affecting  to  draw  so  great  a  dis¬ 
tinction  between  the  temporal  and  eternal  welfare 
of  the  individiinl,  lead  to  the  same  identical  spirit 
in  the  pursuit  of  both— rose  from  the  humble  con¬ 
dition  Of  a  country  surgeon  and  apothecary,  first  to 
be  the  reigning  fashionablo  physician,  and  afterwards 
Keeper  of  the  Privy  Purse  to  the  Sovereign,  and 
the  flattered  and  powerful  patron  of  almost  every 
man  who  hail  occasion  for  the  Royal  countenance, 
from  the  pettiest  seeker  of  a  place,  up  to  the  first 
Prince  of  the  Blood. 

This  situation  drew  upon  him  a  great  deal  of  envy 
and  misrepresentation,  and  the  evident  object  of 
Lady  Knighton’s  publication  is  to  do  justice  to  her

education,  and  one  who  would  probably  have  been 
a  very  amiable  and  agreeable  man  but  for  the  life 
into  which  his  birth  and  temperament  combined  to 
throw  him)  loveil  his  last  and  newest  friend  so  very 
tenderly,  merely  because,  in  addition  to  his  being  an 
excellent  manager  of  his  expenditure,  he  was  of  the 
very  last  and  most  anxious  use  to  him  in  keeping 
alive,  the  Jiuttering  taper  of  mortality.

DRURY  LANB. 

The  new  opera,  or,  according  to  the  play-bills  and 
hooks,  The  nete  grand  romantic  opera,  the  over¬ 
ture  and  the  whoie  of  the  music,  by  Jules  Benedict,” 
has  been  inflicted  on  the  public  seven  times,  at  this 
present  writing,  and  is  still  threatened  to  be  coo- 
tiaiied. 

Of  this  opera  we  can  only  say  that  it  is  a  failure, 
aiming  at  nttich,  and  effecting  little.  We  can  assur¬ 
edly  agree  with  the  Times,  which  we  quoted  last 
week,  that  the  plot  or  drama  is  incomprehensible, 
but  the  demerit,  or  rather  the  want  of  merit  in  the 
music,  is  so  palpable  that  it  would  be  very  difficult 
to  affect  not  to  be  perfectly  sensible  of  its  existence. 
IVsing  the  whole  of  the  music  in  the  first  act, 
which  we  consider  not  worth  a  comment,  we  take 
the  finale  to  that  act,  which  is  written  after  the 
manner  of  Rossini^  first  act  to  La  Gatxa  Ladra, 
and  after  the  manner  of  many  other  composers  who 
have  imitated  that  great  master,  hy  setting  the  same 
kind  of  subjects,  witness  Bellini  in  his  Sonnambula. 
We  mean  what  is  termed  an  impassioned  finale: — 
the  interpretation  of  which  is,  that  the  prima  donna 
lets  her  hair  fall  down  her  back— in  the  course  of 
various  cvoIutions.ahe  has  to  perform  while  **  tear¬ 
ing  a  passion  to  rags/*  contrives  slily  to  rub  the 
paint  off  her  face~- wrestles  with  gensdarmes,  or  con¬ 
stables — clings  with  desperate  tenacity  to  the  gar¬ 
ments  of  her  faithless  or  mistaken  lover — kneels  to 
the  old  people — shoves  about  the  young  ones — is 
dragged  about  the  atuge,  and  finally  faiuta  as  the 
curtain  goes  down.  It  is  of  little  consequence  that 
singing  is  iucompatible  with  such  exertions — screams 
nre  substituted,  and  the  band,  by  dint  of  drumming 
a  by  such  gentle  aids  as  Tromboni

This  programme  is  remarkable  for  not  exhibiting  a 
tingle  instrumental  piece;  all  is  vocal,  a  want  of  relief 
was  consequently  felt :  but  most  of  the  compositions 
introduced  are  excellent  of  their  kind,  and  all  have 
cither  intrinsic  merit  or  a  name  to  recommend  them. 
Of  those  depending  for  support  on  a  name,  are  the 
selections  from  Sebastian  Bach,  in  which  industry  and 
the  consumption  of  much  midnight  oil  arc  exceedingly 
apparent;  melody,  or  imagination  in  any  shape,  not 
very  obvious.  W  ith  a  view  to  give  some  effect  to  these, 
instrumental  additions  were  made  to  the  score  ;  but  in 
vain  ;  no  art  can  lighten  materials  whose  specific  gravity 
is  so  great.  Ilow  different  the  chorus  and  trio  by 
Cherubini,  and  the  portion  of  Beethoven’s  Mas«  in 
C! _ whatever  musical  lesmnig,  as  it  is  called,  can  sup¬ 

ply,  is  found  in  these;  but  it  is  learning  vivified  and 
directed  by  genius,  and  attired  by  the  graces. 

Some  of  the  best  things  in  AUxandar'a  Feast  were 
admirably  performed.  We  must,  however,  except  the 
air,  **  Bacchus  ever  fair  and  young,”  which  was  sung 
in  a  manner  that  might  have  led  to  a  conclusion  that 
the  performer  was  rather  suffering  from  the  effect  of  a 
debsuch,  than  inspired  by  and  enjoying  its  influence. 
And  while  driven  into  a  somewhat  complaining  mood, 
we  must  express  our  regret  that  Moxart's  lovely  air  was 
not  placed  in  better  hands.  Not  often  have  we  witnessed 
so  deplorsble  s  failure.  The  sris  of  Gluck,  too,  is  far 
beyond  the  power  of  the  young  lady  to  whom  it  eras 
confided.  We  have  so  recently  heard  it  in  a  cute  of 
perfection  from  Pasta  and  from  Malibraii,  that  ws  esn- 
not  yet  tolerate  it  iro  n  any  artiste  of  an  infi'rlor  kind 
Fur  this  the  fine  erie  by  Jtfmelii  tif.Ted  aome  atone¬ 
ment}  and  **  Mad  Tom,”-- sung  io  su<di  a  iiiiH>vwr  ••  lo 
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sages  expresses  much  pathos  by  his  tremulous  pro¬ 
gression  from  note  to  note,  yet  it  is  a  dangerous 
practice  for  imitators,  and  poor  Miss  Romer  failed 
conspicuously  in  the  attempt.  She  had  a  misera¬ 
ble  duet,  with  very  unmusical  or  non-vocal  passages, 
if  we  may  venture  to  use  the  expression,  on  meet¬ 
ing  with  her  lover ;  and  a  finale  to  the  piece  not 
effective  in  the  mo.st  able  hands,  but  with  which  she 
could  in  no  way  cope. 

Templeton  was  Templeton  throughout.  For 
some  reason  known,  we  presume,  to  Mr  George 
Linley  and  Mr  Jules  Benedict,  but  unknown  to  the 
audience,  IMr  Templeton,  as  the  hero,  gets  thrust 
into  the  Catacombs  at  Rome;  and  then  Miss  Poole, 
a  gipsy,  for  some  reason  equally  unintelligible  to 
the  uninitiated,  first  pelts  him  with  brickbats  and 
then  suddenly  lets  him  out. 

A  ballet  is  introduced  with  some  superior  danc¬ 
ing.  Miss  Baliin  and  Mr  Gilbert  dance  exceedingly 
well  in  u  fandango  or  bolero;  and  the  corps  de 
ballet  are  decidedly  the  liest  in  London.  Mr 
Laporte,  indeed,  would  do  well  to  imitate  the 
management  of  Drury  Lane  Theatre  in  this  respect, 
and  attend  to  the  arrangement  and  appearance  of 
his  ladies  and  gentlemen  of  this  department.  To 
this,  and  this  alone,  do  we  attribute  the  circum¬ 
stance  of  the  miserable  sheil  of  an  opera  we  have 
described  having  survived  the  first  night. 

Philips  acted  the  Mysterious  Man  in  Black  with¬ 
out  a  note  of  music  which  he  could  make  effective  ; 
but  Wieland  and  two  other  mimes  have  a  Polichi- 
nelie  dance,  which  is  nightly  encored.  Mr  Jules 
Benedict  assumed  the  baton  and  the  director's 
chair,  and,  with  furious  mustachios,  looks  the  part 
as  well,  although  he  docs  not  act  it  with  quite  so 
much  gusto,  as  Signor  Costa,  of  her  Majesty’s 
Theatre. 


extort  applause  even  from  ao  tranquil  an  audience- 
together  with  Dove  sei.  amato  bene?’’— -in  which  tba 
most  refined  taste  was  displayed— made  the  audience 
forget  their  previous  disappointments.  The  war-

The  splendid  choral  symphony  of  Beethoven,  which 
may  be  said  to  have  been  fairly  heard  for  the  first  time 
in  this  country  at  the  fourth  Phiharmonie  Concert  of 
last  season,  was  now  repeated,  und  *r  the  direction  of  the 
same  able  conductor  and  leader,  Messrs  Mostbeies  and 
Loder,  and  with  increased  effect  as  relates  to  the  au* 
dience,  who,  by  becoming  more  familiar  with  the  work, 
enter  further  into  the  (Jtpsign  of  the  author,  t.ikc  a  more 
accurate  view  of  the  manner  in  which  be  has  carried  it  out, 
and  discover  beauties  which  are  discernible  to  but  very 
few,  even  of  the  best  judges,  at  a  first  hearing.  Twelve 
months  ago  wc  foretold  that  in  three  years  this  sym¬ 
phony  would  be  performed  wherever  an  adequate  band 
could  be  collected,  a  prediction  wc  by  no  means  repent 
of,  and  which  we  have  no  doubt  will  be  fulfilled  to  the 
very  letter,  should  nothing  occur  to  check  the  musical 
spirit  rising  so  fast,  not  only  in  the  metropolis,  but  in 
every  part  of  the  country. 

The  overture  to  the  Freischuft  (to  be  heard  in  a  per¬ 
fect  state  only  at  these  concerts)  lust  none  of  its  attrac¬ 
tion  by  coming  after  so  brilliant,  so  lovely,  a  symphony, 
but  was  welcomed  by  an  encore  from  all  quarters,  parti¬ 
cularly  from  the  royal  box.  in  mdiicli  were  assembled 
many  members  of  the  Royal  Family. 

In  time  the  prejudice  so  generally  entertained  among 
us  against  French  music  will  abate,  then  Meliul  will  be 
admitted  by  English  critics  among  the  number  of  great 
European  composers.  His  Joseph,  ou  Jacob  et  sas  Jils 
en  Egipte,  a  sacred  drama,  or  oratorio,  of  extraordinary 
merit,  has  never  yet  been  heard,  in  an  entire  state,  in 
England  ;  perhaps  the  portion  of  it  now  brought  for¬ 
ward— a  trio  of  .great  beauty,  in  F  minor— may  lead  to 
a  further  acquaintance  with  the  whole. 

The  German  violoncellist,  who  now  made  his  first  ap¬ 
pearance  ill  England,  will  not,  wc  conjecture,  be  tempted 
to  remain  long  with  us.  We  certainly  have  many  much 
better  performers  among  our  own  countrymen,  and  num¬ 
bers  quite  equal  to  him.  IVL  Hausniann's  music  is  of 
the  most  cummon-place  kind,  and  his  playing  is  a  con¬ 
tinued  whine,  produced  hy  sliding  his  fingers  up  and 
down  the  strings,  much  in  the  manner  of  a  tyro  learning 
to  stop  in  tune.  M.  Heinemeycr  is  an  artist  of  a  very 
different  order.  His  tone  is  full  and  musical,  and  his 
execution  equal,  if  not  superior,  to  any  we  have  ever 
heard.  His  facility  certainly  tempts  him  to  perform 
passages  which  please  chiefly  by  surprising;  but  his 
are  so  wonderfully  accurate,  and  withal,  show 
so  much  knowledge  ofharmony,  that  he  wins  the  applause 
even  of  those  who  are  least  disposed  to  tolerate  ordinary 
touTs-de-furee.  His  composition  is  of  a  highly  respect- 
able  kind,  and,  if  not  displaying  much  originality,  is  at 
least  that  of  a  well-educated  musician.  'I'he  applause 
bestowed  on  M.  Hvineroeyer,  by  a  room  containing  so 
iar^e  a  prupottioii  of  real  connoisseurs,  was  as  just  es 
flattering. 

The  'I'erzetto  of  Winter— one  of  hie  most  charming 
productions — was  delightful ;  the  rich  contralto  voice  of 
Miss  Hawes  contributed  mainly  to  the  effect  produced 
hy  this  elegant  composition.  But  the  whimsical  deter¬ 
mination,  said  to  be  entered  into  by  the  managing  com¬ 
mittee,  to  give  only  vocal  music  of  the  concerted  kind, 
cannot  be  persisted  in.  It  is  ubiurd  in  principle;  and 
ill  perfonnanccM  where  there  is  such  an  abundance,  not 
to  say  a  reduiidai^ce,  of  full  pieces,  to  reject  an  aria,  or 
songs  for  a  siitgle  voice,  which  operate  as  so  salutary  a 
relief  from  the  otherwise  intolerable  din  of  the  brass 
band,  betrays  a  sad  want  of  judgment;  a  want,  however, 
we  regret  to  say,  not  very  unusual  at  the  musical  eouncil 
board.

Why  was  Bertoloszi  Emitted  to  en  honour  which  our 
own  countrymen,  cennot  approach  ?  was  it  to  pass  e 
eondemnetion  on  native  tel^t  ?  On  such  artists  as 
Wm.  Woollett,  Wm.  Sharp,  end  James  Heath  ?  The 
two  flrtt,  whose  rigour  end  excellence  of  style  here  not 
been  surpassed,  end  the  leuer,  whoM  beautiful  simplicity 
end  taste  few  here  approached,  will  erer  be  classics  in 
erL  Stotberd,  whose  exquisite  designs,  composed  of 
figures  the  most  sensitive  end  graceful,  was  principally 
indebted  to  Heath  for  hu  feme ;  for  I  doubt  whether 
many  of  hi*  pictures  erer  here  reached  the  wells  of  the 
greet.  Poor  Wilson’s  genius  we*  known  more  through 
the  burin  of  Woolet  than  from  any  individual  patronage 
he  received.  Thet  beautiful  end  exquisite  work  of  •rt‘^ 
*  The  Death  of  General  Wolfe,’  by  the  same  hand,  still 
exists  to  bolster  up  the  reputation  of  West.  Copley’s 
name  would  have  been  little  known  without  the  aid  of 
Sharp.  With  the  knowledge  of  these  facts,  and  the 
sense  of  their  own  merits,  it  is  not  surprising  that  noas 
of  first- rate  merit  among  the  line  engravers  of  the  pre¬ 
sent  day  will  accede  to  the  Royal  Academicians*  valua¬ 
tion  of  their  talent,  or  receive  the  minimum  of  honour 
which  this  arbitrary  body  condescends  to  offer.  With¬ 
out  wishing  to  be  invi^ous,  let  me  ask  how  is  the 
associate  list  of  engravers*  at  this  time  filled  ?  Look  at 
the  large  number  of  men  of  ability  that  will  not  accept 
of  the  paltry  approach  to  greatness;  and  say  whether 
the  Royal  Academy  does  not  pass  a  censure  on  itself? 
The  academicians  will  tell  you  that  engravers  cannot 
aid  their  exhibitioos;  and  have,  consequently,  no  right 
to  participate  in  their  honours.  In  what  way  can  a  die- 
engraver  assist  their  funds?  Yet  on  him  is  bestowed  a 
dignity  withheld  from  infinitely  more  deserving.  En¬ 
gravers  are  essentially  well  educated  in  art ;  and  ’tis  no 
small  feather  in  their  caps  when  we  see  so  many  eminent 
painters  that  were  once  engravers  filling  the  higher 
walks  of  art  in  the  R.A.V  There  is  Hilton,  Uwins, 
Ward,  £.  Landseer,  and  the  late  Richard  Westall ;  and 
amongst  those  out  are  Clint,  Burnet,  Newton,  Cook, 
Allen,  Ac.  Ac.  It  is  said  that  Bartoloui  was  elected 
R.  A.  for  his  exquisite  drawing  ;  allowing  the  correct¬ 
ness  of  this  anertion,  did  the  drawings  exhibited  bring 
more  than  if  be  had  exhibited  one  of  his  engravings  ? 
He  must,  however,  have  had  a  decided  contempt  for  the 
drawing  of  the  then  academicians,  as  those  plates  he 
engraved  after  their  pictures  have  little  or  none  of  the 
'  style  of  the  painter.*  W’ishing  that  all  artists  may 
receive  the  fruit  of  their  merit,  and  not  be  thrown  back 
by  a  paltry  junta,  1  conclude  by  hoping  that—'*  signs  of

— Sir  Robbet  Ixclis  strongly  supported  the  measura. 
We  may  observe  that  a  good  deal  was  said  by  nearly  all 
the  lai^ers  who  spoke  upon  the  question  respecting  the 
right  of  authors  at  common  law,  and  it  was  generally 
admitted  by  Mr  Serjeant  Talfourd,  the  Attorney. 
General,.  Mr  JiTvis,  and  Sir  Edward  Sugden,  that  the 
statute  of  Anne  had  abridged  tke  rights  of  authors  ;  and 
it  was  urged  by  the  friends  of  the  hill  that  the  object 
of  it  was  to  steer  a  middle  course  lietween  the  unconfined 
latitude  allowed  by  the  common  law,  and  the  restrictive 
clauses  of  the  acts  of  Anne  and  George  HI.  Sir  Robert 
Inglis,  however,  insisted  that  it  did  not  go  far  enough, 
for  although  he  was  decidedly  iu  its  favour,  he  saw  no 
sufficient  reason  for  limiting  to  any  period  of  years  the 
right  of  authors  to  a  property  in  their  works,  but  would 
have  it  as  extensive  as  the  claim  to  any  other  species  of 
property  in  perpetuity.  The  main  argument  against 
the  propo.sed  change  in  the  law  was  very  clearly  stated 
by  Mr  GauTE,  viz.,  that  it  would  diminish  the  resources 
of  the  reading  public.  If  tlie  copyright  of  a  valuable 
work  expired  in  twenty-eight  years,  at  the  end  of  that 
time  it  might  be  published  in  a  cheap  form,  the  only 
eipense  being  printing  and  paper;  whereas  if  the 
author's  copyright  were  to  be  taken  into  the  account, 
the  book  must  be  sold  so  much  the  dearer,  and  the 
benefit  to  the  reading  public  would  of  course  he  so  much 
the  less  —Mr  Wynn  advocated  the  measure,  and 
answered  to  Mr  Grote  that  if  authors  were  not  duly 
encouraged  by  a  prospect  of  reward,  they  would  not  be 
disposed  to  produce  books  which  at  the  end  of  twenty, 
eight  years  would  be  worth  re.publishii.g.— The 
Attorney- General  contended  that  the  present  state  of 
the  law  required  no  alteration ;  that  it  worked  well  for 
authors,  booksellers,  and  the  public ;  and  that  to  make 
the  intended  change  would  paraly^e  industry,  while  it 
did  little  to  lieneBt  authors.  He  suggested  to  the  pro¬ 
moters  of  the  hill  that  a  middle  course  might  lie  advan¬ 
tageously  pursued.  With  respect  to  mcctianioal  in¬ 
ventions,  a  pom’cr  was  given  by  statute  four  years  ago 
to  the  judicial  committee  of  the  Privy  Council  to  extend 
the  term  of  the  patent  if  it  saw  reason,  and  be  thought 
that  the  same  method  might  be  adopted  with  regard  to 
books ;  if  the  judicial  committee  of  the  Privy  Council 
found  that  the  writer  of  a  valuable  work  had  not  been 
adequately  remunerated,  an  additional  U'nn  of  copyright 
might  be  granted  to  him.  'J'his  recommendation  was

«The  same  apprehension  was  entertained  in  1813,  when 
the  publishers  sought  to  obtain  the  extension  of  copyright 
for  their  own  advantage  to  28  years.  The  printers  Uien 
dreaded  the  effect  of  the  prolonged  monopoly ;  they  peti- 
tiooed  against  the  bill,  and  they  succeeded  in  delaying  it  for 
a  session.  Has  experience  justified  the  fears  which  the  pub¬ 
lishers  then  laughed  to  scorn  ?  Has  the  number  of  books 
diminished  since  then  ?  Has  the  price  of  books  been  en- 
toaced?  Has  the  demand  for  the  labour  of  printers  or 
bookbinders  slackened  since  then  ?  Have  the  profits  of 
the  bookseller  failed  ?  I  need  no  committee  of  inquiry  to 
sBsirer  these  questiooB,  and  they  are  really  decisive  ot  the 
Mee.” 

—Mr  Seijesnt  Talfourd  combated  the  analogy  attempted 
to  be  set  up  between  the  claims  of  literary  men  and 
mechanical  inventors,  adding— 

If  we  apply  the  analogy  of  mechanical  invention  to  litera¬ 
ture,  we  shall  find  that  in  so  far  as  it  extends  there  is  really 
ia  the  latter  no  monopoly  at  all,  however  brief.  For  example, 
historicsl  or  critical  research  bears  a  close  analogy  to  the 
pr.kcess  of  mechanical  discovery,  and  how  does  the  law  of 
c^right  apply  to  the  treasures  it  may  reveal  ?  The  fact 
discovered,  the  truth  ascertain^,  becomes  at  once  the  pro¬ 
perty  of  mankind— to  accept,  to  state,  to  reason  on,  and  all 
that  remains  in  the  author  is  the  style  in  which  it  is  ex¬ 
pressed.  No  one  ever  dreamed  that  to  assume  a  position 
which  aaother  had  discovered,  to  reject  what  another  bad 
proved  to  be  fallacious,  to  stand  on  the  table-land  of 
recognized  truth,  aod  start  from  it  anew,  was  an  invasion  of 
the  author's  right.  How  earnest  Iras  been  the  thought,  how 
severe  the  intellectual  toi4  by  which  the  noblest  speculations 
n  the  human  mind  and  its  destiny  have  been  conducted  ! 
I^ey  are  the  beatings  of  the  soul  against  the  bars  of  its 
clay  tenement,  which,  if  ruffled  in  the  collision,  attest  at 
once,  by  their  strength  and  their  failure,  that  it  to  destined 
to  move  in  a  wider  sphere.  And  yet  the  products  of  divine 
pniiosophy  melt  away  into  the  iatellectual  atmosphere  which 
and  becoma  the  dreams  and  the  assurances  of 
•thers  .  So  that  the  law  of  liter^y  property  of  necessity 
•ccomumdates  itself  to  the  nature  ol  its  subject — when  the 
work  18  properly  a  creation,  leaving  it  preserved  in  its

Sir  1C 
Inglis,  Mr  U.  D'Israeli,  Mr  Milnvs,  the  Chancellor  of 
the  Exchequer,  Mr  Wynu,  and  Lord  Mahuii — and 
opposed  by  Mr  Hume,  Mr  Warburtou,  the  Attorney- 
General,  the  Solicitor- General,  Mr  Pryme,  Mr  .Ward, 
Mr  Grote,  Mr  Jervis,  and  Sir  Edward  Sugden. — .\t  the 
close  of  the  debate  Mr  l^rjeant  Talfouri)  briefly  replied. 
He  thanked  his  lion,  and  learned  friend  the  Attorney- 
General  for  his  suggestion,  which  was  one,  however,  that 
he  (Mr  Serjeant  Talfourd)  had  as  yet  no  time  to  con¬ 
sider.  He  might  be  inclined  in  the  mean  time  to  doubt 
whether  the  legal  studies  of  the  members  of  the  judicial 
committee  would  exactly  fit  them  for  tlie  proposed  duty. 
He  hud  heard,  with  some  surprise  the  morality  of  tho 
hon.  and  learned  gentleman  the  Solicitor- General,  who 
was  anxious  to  give  the  interests  of  society  so  marked  a 
preference  over  those  of  individual  authors.  It  was 
surely  unfair  to  take  advantage  of  that  noble  and  honour¬ 
able  impulse  which  induced  authors  to  publish — not  any 
love  of  sordid  gain — but  a  legitimate  thirst  after  glory, 
and  a  prai.sewortliy  desire  to  diffuse  the  sentiments  which 
sprung  from  their  own  hearts,  and  make  to  such  men  the 
most  ungrateful  possible  return,  affixing  to  the  result  of 
their  labours  the  lowest  possible  scale  of  remuneration, 
and  visiting  upon  their  children  the  effect  of  their 
gifted  parents*  zeal  for  publication.  (Hear,  hear.) 
The  house  then  divided — Ayes,  UU;  noes,  d4;  majority 
fur  the  second  reading,  a.— Upon  its  being  moved  by 
Mr  Serjeant  Talfourd  that  the  bill  be  coininitted,  Mr  P. 
Howard  moved  as  an  amendment,  that  the  bill  be  re¬ 
ferred  to  a  select  oominittce.— Mr  Serjeant  Talfourd 
said,  that  this  was  a  proposition  to  which  he  could  by  no 
means  accede;  and  after  some  discussion,  the  house 
divided,  when  there  appeared — For  the  motion,  SB;  for 
the  amendment,  31 ;  majority,  7.— The  bill  was  accord¬ 
ingly  ordered  to  be  committed  to  a  committee  of  the 
whole  house.— The  other  orders  of  the  day  were  then 
disposed  of,  and  the  house  adjourned  at  half-past  ten.

FRANCE. 

The  commission  of  the  Chamber  of  Deputies,  appointed 
to  report  on  the  law  regulating  joini-stack  ouinpaaies, 
has  completely  set  aside  Uie  project  prupoaed  by  the 
Minibter  of  Justice.  Ihe  Minister  wialied  to  sasiinilate 
socitie*  em  cttmmandite  to  anonymous  ^tapauics,  which 
have  need  of  the  auihurizaiiuu  of  (soveruiuaoi,  and  to 
impose  on  the  foimer  reatrictioiu  which  were  tantaiuouat 
lo  pruliibiiiuu.  For  this  severity,  which  was  generally 
condemned,  the  commission  have  suhAtiiuted  milder  re¬ 
gulations.  No  shsres  of  less  value  tluMi  dOO  frsnes  are 
flowed,  whereas  tlie  capital  re({uired  exceeds  lUO.OUO 
frsnes.  The  stisres  are  uouiinative,  and  not  transferable 
till  2-5ths  are  paid  up.  Ko  dividsad  or  interest  to  be 
paid,  save  out  of  net  profits.  The  law  contains  a  nuin* 
her  of  articles,  plsoiog  the  gtrani  completely  under  the 
controul  of  the  shareholders,  the  independence  of  Ur# 
fltrait  having  been  the  cause  of  much  discord.  Several 
other  very  useful  precautions  are  taken,  which  show  at 
least  that  the  naked  pruliibitionof  the  Minister  of  Justice 
need  not  have  been  proposed. 

'ihe  Coerrur  FrMMfah  recurs  to  the  five  per  cent, 
question,  and  admiu  that  M.  Mole’s  promise  to  join 
sincerely  in  siding  the  conversion  oanuot  Ihi  doubted. 
The  conversion  into  4^  is  said  *u  be  approved  of  by 
M.  Laplagnc,  as  wall  as  by  MM.  Thiers,  Patsy,  and 
Ducbatel  {  but  it  will  lie  difiioult  for  the  Finance  Minis, 
ter  to  take  the  lead  in  the  operation,  in  the  Chamber  at 
least.  **  How  then,'*  asks  the  CourrUr^  '*  can  M.  La. 
]>lagne  keep  bis  place?'*  On  this  subject  it  may  lie 
stated  that  all  reports  of  cliange  have  died  away.  It  has 
been  resolved  that  not  au  iota  of  change  ahail  be  made  iu 
tlie  cabinet,  let  the  five  per  cents,  fare  as  they  will. 

Tlie  Paris  journals  ot  Wednesday  publish  the  report 
of  M.  Arago,  iu  the  name  ot  the  ooinmissiun  appointed 
to  examine  tlie  guverninenk  project  of  railroads.  M. 
Arago,  among  many  error-,  hroacbes  some  wholesome 
truths.  He  dcuies  the  great  profit  expected  from  the 
transport  of  merchaudue  by  railroads,  aud  declares  that 
tlieir  inlluence  as  susicgic  lines,  and  in  transporting 
trtHips,  will  prove  of  coinparaiively  little  importance  or 
ioHueiM:*  iu  war.  Moreover,  he  caJculaies  iliat  ll>e 
diminished  price  of  travelling  and  trauMt,  in  consetfueuce 
of  tlie  intrudnciioii  of  railroads,  will  dimuiisb  the  piolii 
which  FraiK'e  yearly  derives  from  toreigneis  by  at  least 
70,tKX)L  '1‘his  Iau  argument,  however,  is  surely  quite 
uuwurihy  both  ot  M.  Arago  and  Ute  cuoioiissiun  ot  tlie 
Chauiher.

The  Cuipaseoans  have  suffered  more  privation  in  eon- 
sequence  of  the  war  than  any  of  the  four  provinces,  the 
three  others  of  which  had  some  comnnunication  open 
either  with  France  or  the  other  provinces  of  SfMin. 
But,  since  the  capture  of  Irun,  Guipuscoa  haa  remained 
oorapieiely  isolat^.  Don  Carlos  marched  from  amongst 
them  last  year  with  the  promise  of  no  more  returning 
to  be  a  burden  to  them,  and  in  fimt  never  returning  ex¬ 
cept  victorious.  He  Is  now  a  greater  burden  than  ever, 
demanding  fresh  sacrifices  in  men,  provisions,  in  fact  of 
all  they  poeresn.  Fur  some  time  back  there  has  been  a 
kind  of  Cartisc  civil  war  in  Guipuscoa,  carried  on  be. 
tween  the  peasants  who-  refuse  to  join  the  army  and  the 
expedition,  and  such  Carlist  troops  as  the  Pretender  can 
employ  to  constrain  them.  It  may  be  remembered  that 
when  Basilio  first  passed  the  Ebro  a  whole  Guipuscoan 
regiment  quitted  him,  aud  returned  home  to  their 
mountains,  where  they  tlireatened  to  resist  any  who 
should  be  sent  to  take  or  punish  them.  Don  Carlos 
himself,  after  his  return,  was  a  long  time  bef«>re  he  durst 
venture  out  of  Biscay,  where  he  was  guarded  by  Casti¬ 
lians  into  Guipuscoa,  or  even  down  to  Estella.  This 
state  of  things,  revealed  at  that  time  by  the  Carlist  cor¬ 
respondents  of  the  French  papers,  has  gone  on  increasing, 
and  has  naturally  reached  a  point  now  that  Don  Carlos 
wants  to  lead  a  grand  expedition  over  the  Ebro. 

Ibis  important  news  has  since  received  decisive  con¬ 
firmation.  Advices  from  Bayonne  of  the  2 1st  inst.  state, 
that  a  column  of  400  men.  under  the  orders  of  Murra- 
gsray,  had  presented  itself  on  the  evening  of  the  18ih  at 
VeraAtegtii,  and  that  on  tlie  next  morning  he  proclaimed 
the  independence  of  Navarre  and  Guipuscoa.  'Die 
troops  arc  stated  to  have  hound  themselves  by  a  solemn 
oath  to  separate  for  ever  from  Don  Carlos,  whom  they 
regarded  as  the  author  of  all  the  evils  which  have  of  late 
afflicted  their  country,  'fhe  Carlist  Brigadier  Iturri, 
apprised  of  this  event,  left  Andoain  witn  a  battalion, 
but  was  repulsed  by  the  Independents.  'Ibe  latter 
established  a  junta  at  Verastegui,  which  it  was  expected 
would  be  toon  recognized  by  the  provinces.  'Fhe  Chris- 
tino  General  O'Doaneil  had  marched  from  St  Sebastian 
to  watch  Murragaray,  and  profit  by  this  schism  among 
the  insurgents.  Murragaray,  it  appears,  was  born  at 
Astigarraga.  He  is  a  man  thirty  years  of  age,  and  is 
considered  to  possess  some  talent,  having  studied  at 
Onate,  and  is  distinguished  for  the  inflexibility  of  his 
disposition.  In  18d0,  when  the  Spanish  refugees 
approached  the  frontier,  he  was  the  confident  of  Santos 
Ladron,  and  subsequently  became  intimate  with  General 
Quesada.  His  partiMiis,  who  belong  mostly  to  wealthy 
families,  escaped  entering  the  service  of  Dun  Carlos  by 
paying  a  stipulated  sum  each  time  that  they  were  called 
upon  to  enlist.  The  people  of  Verastegui  had  declared 
in  favour  of  this  movement,  and  proclamations  against 
Don  Carlos  are  issued  daily  by  Murragaray. 


THE  CANADAS. 

By  the  New  York  packets  Cambridge  and  Shakspeare, 
which  sailed  from  New  York  on  the  2nd  instant,  and 
arrived  at  Liverpool  on  Tuesday  last,  we  iiave  received 
accounts  from  Canada,  by  which  we  learn  that  informa¬ 
tion  of  the  dispositions  sanctioned  by  the  Legislature  re¬ 
garding  that  and  our  other  Nortli  .\mcrican  colonics 
were  known,  and  met  with  general  approbation ;  and 
that  the  mark  of  honour  bestowed  on  Sir  John  Colborne 
hud  given  great  satisfaction.  The  packets  conveying  j 
the  intelligence  of  the  arrangements  hud  arrived  late  at  | 
their  destination.  The  extracts  from  American  papers 
contain  a  long  despatch  from  Sir  Francis  Head  to  Mr 
Fox  on  the  subject  of  the  American  aggressions,  and  a 
report  of  k  comiutUee  of  the  Legislature  of  Maine  on  the 
subject  of  the  boundary  line.  The  despatch  by  Sir 
Francis  Head  r.ecapitulatea  all  the  alleged  grievances  of 
the  Canadian  government  against  the  United  States. 
The  document  is  not  drawn  up  in  a  wise  spirit  or  a 
judicious  tune,  nor  is  the  publication  of  it  calculated  to 
assist  Mr  Fox  in  the  difficult  negotiation  with  which  he 
is  now  charged.  We  observe  by  these  arrivals  that  the  ' 
trials  of ‘the  prisoners  accused  of  high  treason  hud  coin, 
ineuced,  and  it  is  gratifying  to  add  that  the  most  inerci. 
fui  disposition  seems  to  preside  over  them.  We  may 
add  that  the  trial  of  Sutherland  had  met  with  a  sudden 
interruption,  in  consequence  of  liis  attempt  to  bleed  him* 
self  to  death  by  opening  veins  in  his  arms  and  feet.

MISCELLANEOUS. 

Feveb  in  the  Metrotolis. — For  several  months  past 
fever  has  prevailed  to  an  unusual  extent  in  London  and 
its  vicinity.  From  the  annual  report  of  the  London 
Fever  Hospital,  just  published,  it  appears  that  the  num. 
ber  of  patients  received  in  the  course  of  the  last  year  is 
the  greatest  ever  admitted  since  the  foundation  of  the 
hospital.  The  wards  have  been  constantly  crowded,  and 
during  several  of  tbe  montlts  many  persons  daily  applied 
for  admission  who  could  not  be  received  for  want  of 
room.  It  is  painful  to  reflect  that  many  miserable 
creatures,  whose  own  homes  were  deadly  to  them  and 
the  centres  of  infection  to  others,  have  been  daily  brought 
to  the  gales  of  the  hospital,  where  they  have  importuned 
for  admission  in  vain.  Under  such  a  state  uf  things, 
with  a  view  to  render  the  charity  more  adequate  to  meet 
the  increasing  demands  upon  it,  it  has  been  determined 
to  make  an  effort  to  enlarge  the  hospital,  and  tbe  com¬ 
mittee  have  been  encouraged  in  this  purpose  by  finding 
that  the  present  building  may  be  rendered  capable  of 
accommodating  nearly  double  the  present  number  of 
patients  by  the  oiitluy  of  so  small  a  sum  as  1,(XM)/.  Au 
appeal  to  the  inhabitants  of  this  great  metropolis  in 
beiialf  of  au  institution  which  from  year  to  year  ac¬ 
complishes  such  a  vast  amount  of  good  at  so  small  an 
espeuse  has  never  been  made  iu  vain ;  and  surely  it  will 
nut  be  so  on  an  occasion  wbeu  unfortunately  it  is  able  to 
urge  such  peculiar  claims  tp  the  public  sympathy  and 
support. 

Ntw'srArxa  Stamps— A  return  of  the  number  of

THE  TRIAL  OF  MR  MEUEWKA THERS 
FIRE-ESCAFE. 

On  Monday  an  inquest  was  held  in  the  board-room  of 
Charing  cross  Hospital,  on  the  body  of  Charles  Wood,  eged 
seventeen,  a  drummer  in  the  1st  Ivattaiion  of  Grenadier 
Guards,  who  was  killed  by  falling  from  a  fire-cscapo  ladder 
at  Charing  cross  Barracks.  The  inquiry  created  consider¬ 
able  interest,  and  during  the  proceedings  the  jury  room  was 
crowded.  Amongst  the  persons  present  were  Sir  John  Bur- 
goyne.  Colonel  Angerstein,  Captain  Ilamilton,  and  other 
ofiicers  of  the  regiment;  Captain  Manby,  U.N.,  was  also 
present.  The  jury  having  viewed  the  body  of  the  deceased 
youth,  which  was  dreadfully  mutilated,  the  following  evi¬ 
dence  was  adduced  William  Yarrell,  a  private  in  the  Ist 
battalion  of  Grenadier  Guards,  deposed  that,  between  two 
and  three  o'clock  on  Saturday  afternoon,  two  engines  nnd 
two  fire-escapes  came  into  St  George's  Barracks,  for  the 
purpose  of  experiment.  The  tire-escujie  was  placed  against 
the  building,  reaching  to  the  third  floor ;  some  of  the  men 
who  had  the  direction  of  the  apparatus,  in  the  employ  ol 
Mr  Mereweather,  inquired  who  was  ready  to  descend,  when 
the  deceased  oflTerecl,  and  the  belt  was  placed  round  liis 
waist ;  the  apparatus  was  then  lowered  ifotu  the  window 
sill,  but  had  not  descended  more  than  a  few  feet  when  the 
belt  became  disengaged  from  the  rope,  and  the  decea.sed  lell 
to  the  ground,  from  a  height  of  more  than  fifty  ieet;  ho  was 
taken  up  in  a  very  mutilated  condition,  and  com  eyed  to  the 
above  hospital,  where  he  expireil  shortly  afterwards. — Ser¬ 
geant  Brook,  of  the  same  regiment,  corroborated  tite  evi¬ 
dence  of  the  last  witness,  adding  that  the  experiment  was 
not  to  take  place  until  four  o'clock,  which  was  the  time  ap¬ 
pointed  by  the  commanding  officer;  whereas  the  persons 
attached  to  Mr  Mereweather's  establishment  commenced 
soon  afterfthree  o'clock,  at  which  time  the  accident  happened. 
—Captain  Dowlin,  barrack-master,  said  that  he  received  a 
letter  from  Mr  Mereweather,  requesting  permisskin  to  try 
his  apparatus  in  the  barracks.  By  the  sanction  of  the  ^ 
Master-General  of  the  Ordnance  and  the  cousmanding 
officer  the  application  was  granted,  and  the  experiment  was 
fixed  for  four  o'clock  on  Saturdajf  afternoon. — 'The  apparatus 
was  here  produced,  and  examined  by  the  jury,  as  well  as  by 
Captain  Manby  and  other  scientific  geatlenien,  all  if  whom 
ej^essed  it  to  be  pcrfecL — Mr  Blackmore,  the  solicitor  for 
Mr  Mereweather,  called  several  persons  who  had  descended 
in  safety  by  the  apparatus. — Captain  Manby  aaid  he  attri¬ 
buted  the  catastrophe  to  the  incautiouaneue  of  the  poor  boj/  im 
not  understanding  the  nature  of  the  ajiparatus, — After  the 
surgeon's  evidence,  the  jury  returned  a  verdict  of  “  Acci¬ 
dental  death."  Dcodand  on  the  apparatus,  5s.

on  view  of  the  b^y  of  Mr  Lewis  Striffler,  aged  50,  who  died 
under  the  following  very  melancholy  circimustances : — The 
jury  having  viewed  the  body,  whicli  was  in  an  extremely 
emaciated  condition,  the  following  evidence  was  adduced : — 
Mr  Thomas  M.  Wadd,  suiveon  to  the  prison,  said  ;  My  at¬ 
tention  was  first  called  to  tlie  deceased  on  the  Ifith  instant; 
he  was  then  very  ill,  and  was  immediately  removed  into  tile 
infirmary ;  he  was  labouring  under  very  severe  H|Nuiuodic 
asthma  and  consumption,  attended  by  inflammation  of  tJie 
lungs.  Shortly  after  lie  was  placed  under  ray  care  I  sent  a 
certificate  to  his  detaining  creditor,  couched  in  very  stiong 
language,  under  the  hope  that  it  viould  stimulate  him  to  give 
the  deceased  his  dischaige  ;  but  I  am  sorry  to  soy  no  atten¬ 
tion  was  paid  to  it. — T^e  Coroner:  Wa.s  the  deceased  very 
bad  when  he  w’as  brought  to  the  prison  ? — Witness;  He  was 
tlien  in  a  very  dangerous  st^te.— Tlie  Cqro^*r:  Would 
the  confinement  have  muteriully  affected  him? — \yitbesa: 
Pure  air  would  have  been  f  great  service  to  Aist.— Mr 
TlKMiias  Hudson,  of  North  Audley  street,  said :  The  de¬ 
ceased  was  my  brother-in-law.  He  was  an  oilman,  and  also 
travelled  for  a  house  in  the  Borou^i.  He  was  arrested  by 
his  employers  for  the  sum  of  ML  They  agreed  to  accept  the 
deceased's  Oitn  bond  for  tlie  amount,  to  Be  paid  by  ins^fments 
of  lO/l  per  quarter;  and  Mr  Smith,  an  attorney  in  rolerann 
street,  was  directed  to  jirepore  the  bond.  On  the  IHth  in¬ 
stant  the  deceased  went  to  Mr  Smitli's  for  the  purpose  of 
signing  the  bond,  but  it  was  not  urepered ;  and  on  the  fol- 
lawing  day,  without  auy  notice  wLatever,  he  was  arrested 
and  carried  to  prison.  The  poor  fellow  was  at  that  tune 
very  bad,  and  had  only  Just  got  out  of  bed  for  the  purpoM 
of  partaiung  of  a  cup  of  tea.  I  afterwards  waited  u{Mn  his 
employers,  but  they  refused  to  accejit  his  bond,  and  nothing 
would  satisfy  them  but  tlie  money  or  ray  hills.— The  Co¬ 
roner  ;  Were  his  employers  shown  the  certificate  given  by 
Mr  Wadd  ?— Witness :  Yes,  they  were.  After  the  de¬ 
ceased's  death  yesterday  morning,  I  went  to  bis  employers, 
and  before  I  informed  them  that  ho  was  no  roor^  I  naked 
them  whethirf  they  would  release  him ;  they  positively  re¬ 
fused  to  do  sen  unless  I  gave  tliem  my  bills.  The  Coroner : 
Who  were  his  employers?— Witness ;  Messrs  Taylor  and 
Co.  oilmen  and  brush-raanufaeturers  in  tlie  Borou^n.  The 
Coroner;  Were  there  any  otlier  creditors  ? — Witness ;  None. 

It  was  my  intention  to  refease  him  yesterday  by  giving  the  billa 
(The  witness  was  very  much  affiscUrd  whilst  ^ving  hia 
evidence).— Mr  James  Burder,  a  prisoner,  donosed  that  he 
slept  in  the  same  room  with  t^  deceased.  He  frequently 
said  that  he  could  not  live  in  prison,  ns  he  required  more  air, 
and  would  Jrtiiaent^  stand  in  the  yard  wilhout  his  coat,  ms 
if  for  the  purpose  of  chfinit^  asr.— By  the  Coroner :  Every 
can  and  attentum  was  paid  to  him  in  prison  both  by  the 
sorgeon  nnd  the  governor. — The  Corongr  than  nddreseed  tlie 
,  and  said  it  was  n  very  sad  thing  that  the  prison  should 
_  nmda  a  hospital  of  for  ilte  pwipuA<>i  ol  gisUIyiig  the 
ytsdictive  spirit  of  heartless  crediUwe;  mwl  it  wnn  also 
MIy  gi'ievous  to  find  persons  so  devoid  of  hmsmwty  ns  tw 


suffer  n  fellow-^reatnre  to  linger  in  swch  a  place.  After  thn 
'  very  Strang  remonstrance  of  the  surgeon  he  had  no  heslto^- 
.  t^  in  saying  that  persons  so  acting  incurred  n  heavy  renpoo- 
sibility.  It  was  high  time  that  something  shwfd  he  doid  fc 
prevent  hard-hearted  ereditars  making  rirlims  f  thedd  vnW 
./brfnuate  debtors.  It  itns  II  serious  repeetion  ois  this  rsMnftre 
that  some  alteration  was  nst  ssade  in  the  laso.  If  they  htl.' 
no  feeling  on  the  subject  here,  it  was  certain  that  they 
would  meet  in  another  world,  where  they  would  morally 
have  to  answer  for  tlie  d4>eth  of  a  fellow-creature.  As  the 
law  at  present  stood,  there  was  no  help  in  sucJi  cases,  nnd 
all  they  could  do  was  to  return  a  verdict  of  natural  death. 
Tlie  Jury  accordingly  returned  a  verdict  of  **  Natural 
death." 

EXTRAORDINARY  ESCAPE  AND  RE-CAP¬ 
TURE  OF  A  PRISONER. 

The  notorious  and  daring  burglar,  wImv  escaped  fVom  the 
House  of'  Correction  at  Swansea  on  the  13th  ibetant,  was 
fortenately  re-captured  last  week  in  Cardigansliirei  The 
*  fellow  would  not  say  bow  he  broke  out  of  pnsou.  The  fbU 
^wiug  is  Ills  Damitive: — ^1  got  out  of  ray  cell  and  the  prison 
in  about  biilf-uu-hour,  and  staveii  in  and  about  town  fur  three 
or  four  hours.  Wiien  1  was  priH-eeding  to  Carmarthen  I  met 
two  jKilicrincn;  they  did  not,  however,  interrupt  me.  I  went 
down  to  Carmarthen  that  morning^  and  had  between  2/.  and 
and  3/.  in  my  jxicket.  I  got  on  ooard  a  vessel  there,  and 
tried  to  get  a  ^sage,  hut  failed.  I  next  got  to  Milford  on 
Uie  fidlowing  day,  and  from  tuence  to  Cuniiguashire,  think¬ 
ing  that  there  would  be  no  pursuit  in  Uiat  mitH>f-the-wny 
places  I  got  as  far  as  Aberavron  without  exciting  siispicioiu 
and,  while  resting  on  the  road  at  a  blacksmith's  shop,  1  heard 
the  persons  there  talk  of  niy  escape,  and  they  read  a  descrip¬ 
tion  of  my  {lerson  in  the  Cumbrian.  One  said,  M  wish  he 
may  get  clear  off.'  I  said,  ‘  It  would  be  a  good  job  if  they 
coulcT  take  him,  as  they  would  each  pocket  fifts.,  and  that 
would  be  somotliing  handsome.'  While  at  Alieraynm,  talk¬ 
ing  to  a  sailor,  I  saw  a  valuable  time-piece  on  the  imrlour 
table  in  a  gentleman's  house  just  opposite,  nnd  Uiougnt  that 
I  would  fetch  it  from  theru  tliat  night.  If  I  had  md  seen  tlie 
tinu^piece,  I  siiouki  not  liave  stayed  there  that  night 
About  11  o'clock  I  went  into  the  town  to  look  for  the  time¬ 
piece,  and  observed  a  light  in  the  shop,  the  shutters  being 
up.  I  listened,  and  pecpi'd  through  a  crack  in  one  of  the 
shutters,  and  lieanl  some  one  inside  counting  money,  luul 
say,  *  Tliat  makes  l.V.'  They  then  locked  the  shop  door, 
and  retired  to  bed.  I  immediately  determined  upon  relin¬ 
quishing  the  time-piece,  nnd  getting  the  15/.  instead.  I 
wt-nt  in  search  of  tools  to  break  open  the  window,  and  even¬ 
tually  got  into  the  shop^  thnwigh  tne  window.  I  broke  open 
the  desk,  got  the  15/1,  tied  up  tiie  most  valuable  and  lightest 
articles  I  could  find,  and  finished  tlie  job  iu  half  an  hour.  1 
replaced  the  panel  of  the  door,  shutters,  aud  bolt,  to  avoid 
suspicion,  and  then  carrieil  my  pack  to  the  side  of  a 
mountain,  about  seven  miles  from  Aberayrun,  on  tlie  Abe- 
rystwith  road,  and  <  plunteil '  the  heaviest  part  of  it  tliere 
under  some  furze.  1  returned  next  morning  to  Abcrmyroi^ 
to  find  what  conveyance  I  could  obtain  to  Die  nearest  mail 
going  to  TiOndon.  Immediately  on  mv  arrival  there,  I  was 
taken  up  by  the  constableB,  charged  with  the  but  glory  before 
the  m^stiwtei^  and  was  remanded  until  next  day.  for  exn- 
minatiun.  While  in  their  custody,  I  was  suspected  of  lieiug 
the  convict  wlwi  escaped  from  Swansea,  and,  my  marks  cor¬ 
responding  with  tJie  description  iu  the  newspaper,  they  again 
remanded  roe  until  Uiey  sent  to  $w  ansea  almut  me.  Tney 
could  not  prove  anything  else  against  me.  That  night  tliey 
tried  roe  hard  and  often  about  where  tlie  property  was  con¬ 
cealed,  and  offered  me  21.  and  my  liberty,  to  telL  I  told 
them  that  if  they  would  come  with  me  I  would  show  tliem 
where  it  was.  I  led  them  aUmt  eight  miles  and  a  half  in  tho 
wrong  direction,  and  then  told  them  I  would  not  show  it  to 
such  a  gang,  but  if  one  or  two  came  wiUi  me,  they  sliouid 
see  it  They  agreed  to  do  so.  A  Mr  Edwards  was  hand¬ 
cuffed  to  me,  and  a  constable  followed  closely,  with  his  staff 
in  hand ;  the  other  constable  remaineil  about  half  a  uiilo 
behind.  On  arriving  at  a  secluded  part  of  the  road,  I  pointed 
over  Die  Iwuik,  and  said,  ‘  Hera  'tis,'  and  to  the  constable, 

*  Stand  back,  you  shan't  see  it.'  Upon  Edwards  looking  in 
the  direction  to  which  I  {minted,  I  j4>rked  him  over  into  the 
stream,  and  leaned  at  the  same  Dmi*  towards  it,  so  tliat  he 
should  have  a  good  wetting.  Edwards  said.  *  Don't  drown 
mo.'  I  said,  *  You  are  not  worth  drowning.  1  merely  did 
that  to  frighten  him.  I  pulled  him  out  of  the  streiun,  and 
said  to  the  constable,  *ilave  you  insured  your  life,  and 
made  your  will  ?*  He  suid,  <  Nu.'  ^Thcn  you  had  better  do 
so  at  once,  for,  if  you  don't  let  me  go,  you've  not  long  to  live, 
fur  when  I  get  to  ray  bundles,  I  have  a  knife  there  \^ich  I’ll 
settle  ypu  biith  witn.*  The  constable  (a  cobbler,  of  about 
five  feet  ten  inches  high)  said,  *  I  must  not  let  you  go,  else  I 
should  never  be  able  to  show  iny  face  in  Aberayron  again,* 
and  trembled  very  niucii,  keeping  at  a  resjiecDul  distance. 

I  said,  <  Very  well,  I'll  get  away  m  spite  of  Yoiu*  While  we 
were  talking  I  picked  TMwards's  piw'ket  of  hia  watch,  but 
the  waistband  of  his  trowsers  was  rather  tight,  which  made 
^  him  feel  it  I  dropped  it  I  merely  did  it  for  fun.  I  alipped 
I  the  handcuff,  and  held  it  so  as  Uiey  thought  I  was  secure, 
ami  ai'uom{)anied  them  to  the  nearest  public  house.  All  this 
happened  at  night  The  inmates  had  reDr^  to  bed,  but  on 
'  being  aroused,  they  o{)ened  the  door.  I  said  to  the  cobbler, 

I  *  Como,  go  in.'  He  did  so.  I  shoved  Edwards  in  after  him, 
saying,  *  Good  night,  I've  seen  you  safe  home,’  at  the  sanio 
time  MUttiog  the  door  on  them.'  1  jum{)ed  over  the  waff, 
and  crossed  the  river  close  by.  They  did  not  pursue  me.  ^  I 
made  the  best  of  my  way  to  the  bnndlein  selected  a  portion 
of  Die  same,  got  the  money,  Md  made  fur  Die  hills.  I  tra¬ 
velled  all  Die  naxi  dqy  and  night,  and  In  the  morning  found 
I  was  nearer  Aberavron  than  when  I  left  the  coastabie^  I 
was  very  Dred  and  iiui^y,  and  rested  myself  on  a  bridge. 

Iu  a  short  Droe  I  saw  about  half-a-dozen  persona  iu  pursuit 
of  me,  one  on  horsebacL  I  ran  and  threw  ray  bundle  into  a 
thicket  The  horseman  aeared  vary  u|Km  which  I 
d^hed  iato  the  river.  Thafoscaumon  dismounted,  cochad  a 
pist^  and  aaid,  <  If  you  <lon  t  stop,  I’ll  ahoot  you.*  I  aaid. 

^  Fira  away,  Mik^*  and  swam  acroaa  the  river.  He  waded 
after  me.  Ooe  of  Diem  ran  much  faster  than  Die  nmt,  and. 
by  the  Dme  the  horsenum  got  into  the  river,  he  arrifed  and 
took  charge  of  Die  liorse.  The  borheoHUi  ( Mr  Grswa's  a«p- 
vant  man)  got  very  near  am  along  the  bank  of  the  rivei^i^

rangement,  giving  him  the  advanta^.  The  calls  of  Mr 
Flynn  finally  brought  assistance,  and  Mr  Booth  was  secured, 
but  not  until  Mr  Flynn  had  received  a  niimbor  of  very 
severe  wounds  and  bruises.  Mr  Booth  is  now  placed  under 
restraint.

Ths  Docuem  or  Leixster's  J£w'ELa.--The  jewels 

the  Dnehassof  Leinster  have  been  recovered  io  a  maaner 
uaiia  aa  aingslar  as  the  way  in  which  they  were  stolen.  A 
igit.  days  ago  a  bandbox,  btxikcd  at  the  coach-^ce  in  Sack- 
vflia  street,  Doblm,  arrived  at  his  Grace's  residence  ia^  Lon- 
doiL  It  was  opeiied,  and  the  contents  were  the  missing 
casket  It  was  found  to  be  in  the  same  state  as  when  taken  j 
from  the  drsMing-room  in  Dublin.

Distressing  Fire  at  IsLiXGTOX.—On  Monday  an 
iaqeest  was  held  at  the  King's  Head,  Lower  street,  IsTing- 
toa,  OR  the  bodies  of  Elisha  and  Henry  Cockerill  and  John 
Gimia,  three  unfortunate  individuals  who  lost  their  lives  in 
a  calamtous  fire,  which  took  place  at  tlie  fire-work  manufac¬ 
tory,  Paradise  place,  Islington.  The  examination  of  wit- 
aesses  having  concluded,  the  jary  were  unanimous  in  believ- 
iag  the  fire  to  be  entirely  accidenlsL  A  verdict  of  Acci- 
deRtal  Death  was  then  recorded.  The  particulars  of  the 
deplorable  calamity  were  chiefly  furaished  by  one  of  tlie  sur¬ 
vivors,  James  Cockerill,,  an  interesting  young  man,  who  has 
to  mourn  the  loss  of  tliree  brothers.  iThe  family  consisted 
of  Mr  and  Mrs  Cookerill,  aged  {lersous,  their  four  sons  and 
a  daughter.  They  one  and  all  rctireri  to  bed  on  Saturday 
night  at  twelve  o'clock,  and  before  they  went  to  bed  they 
looked  over  the  house,  as  was  their  nightly  custom,  and  |>af- 
ticiilarly  ascertained  that  everything  was  safe  and  that  all 
liglits  and  fires  were  exUuguished.

He,  sKiut  half-past  five  o clock  on  ^nnaay  morning,  was 
awoke  by  aa  explosion,  and  his  bed-room  beii^  filled  with 
sBKike  he  got  ap  and  rushed  out  of  the  bouse  by  the  street 
door,  aad  on  looking  up  saw  smoke  and  flames  issuing  from 
a  wiadow  of  an  apartment  which  contained  powder  and  other 
combustibles  used  in  the  trade.  With  great  presence  of 
mind  he  seized  a  garden  ladder  and  dashed  it  through  the 
window  of  the  apartment  in  which  his  Gather  and  three  bro¬ 
thers  slept  He  also  alarmed  his  mother  and  sister,  in  a 
similar  nmnner,  who  succeeded  in  effecting  an  escape ;  but 
the  latter,  in  descending  the  ladder,  fell  with  much  violence 
on  the  ground.  After  seeing  them  safe  he  entered  tlie  room
